He resigned to become pres- 
ident and chief executive officer 
of the accounting firm, Moody 
O'Sullivan & Co. in North And- 
over. 

During a roast planned for to- 
night at the Andover Marriott, 
friends and collegues will make 
light of Mr. Mahony’s victories 
and defeats, the quirks of his 
character and the multitude of 
facts and innuendo that have been 
associated with his job for the 
past eight years.

But last Friday, in a conversa- 
tion that ran more than two hours 
at his new offices on Route 114 in 
North Andover, Mr. Mahony took 
a serious look at his record. He 
assessed the state of the town and 
reflected on his personal perfor- 
mance, attitude and opinions. 

Is the town meeting form of 
government outdated for And- 
over? Should Andover be a city or 
a town? 

“There are two things to real- 
ize. First, the Board of Selectmen

is not a legislative body,’’ Mr. Ma- 
hony said. ‘‘Second. I think that 
Andover now has the largest open 
town meeting in existence. 

“It has worked well for And- 
over. It has not worked well for all 
communities.’ 

A representative town meeting 
form of government can also 
work well, according to the town 
manager, but has met resistance 
in Andover. 

Town meeting is the most vul- 
nerable type of government to 
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special interest groups, he said. 
Depending on attendance, town 
meeting has the potential to pro- 
duce some strange results. 

“Tt hasn’t been that way in And- 
over,” the manager said, because 
many people attend. 

“As long as that continues, it 
works,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

“T think the reason many people 
still go to town meeting here is 
because it is tightly controlled by 
the moderator here. 

“There’s no prospective way to 
say we’re not going to be able to 
deal with it,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 
“In retrospect you can say, at 
some point, it stopped being in the 
public interest. 

‘Please state that I don’t be- 
leive that to have happened yet,” 
Mr. Mahony added. 

What is the current status of 
business downtown, as you see it, 
and what does the future hold?

School board 
studies taking 
tuition kids

The School Committee is continu- 


ing to look at waysto supplement the . 
sc. 


ools’ budget. One successful pro- 
gram used by other communities, 
such as Chelmsford, is enrolling out- 
of-town students for a fee. 

This ig rome was discussed at a 
December School Committee meet- 
ing. The committee directed miem- 
ber Richard Hubbel to explore with 
Wilbur Hixon, Andover High School 
principal, tuition programs and the 
viability of instituting one here. 

Mr. Hubbell recently returned to 
the committee a draft of a possible 
policy for tuition students at the high 
school. Both committee member Mi- 
chael Frishman and Superintendent 
Dr. Kenneth Seifert said they had 
received calls inquiring about tu- 
ition-in openings in the elementary 
schools. 

“The problem is we don’t have 
space’’ (in the elementary schools), 
said Mr. Hubbell. 

He was referring to the antic- 
ipated 300-student surplus expected 
to enroll in the town’s elementary 
schools by 1993. 

Margo Tilghman, School Commit- 
tee chairwoman, agreed that ex- 
panding the tuition-in program in 
Andover beyond the secondary 
schools wouldn’t be prudent, even if 
some spaces were available. 

“If we did that we would be hard 
pressed to sell our building pro- 
gram. I think we’d loose our case,” 
(that we need more elementary 
classroom space), said Mrs. Tilgh- 


man. 

Michael Frishman suggested a 
policy that would admit students on 
an available space basis regardless 
of which school. 

Sheila Eckoff, president of the tea- 
chers’ union, had questions about de- 
termining available space. 


“What would drive the available 
space, money or teacher-to-pupil ra- 
tio?” she asked. 


Mrs. Tilghman assured Mrs. Eck- 
off that teacher-pupil ratio always 
was and will remain the guide to de- 
termine available classroom space. 


Susan Poore, School Committee 
member, said other questions such 
as testing and administration costs 
need to be answered. Mr. Frishman 
said the committee needs to investi- 
gate the possibility of user fees for 
athletics, music lessons and other 
extra-curricular activities. The com- 
mittee agreed to talk more about tu- 
ition students and members did not 
vote on a policy at their meeting.

Officials talk 
about override

The town is spending more than 
it’s taking in. That’s what Joanne 
Marden, chairwoman of the Finance 
Committee, told officials Tuesday 
night at a work session of the Fin- 
Com, the School Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen. Officials won- 
dered if residents would choose to 
override Proposition 2% to raise the 
town’s tax base. 

The meeting wasn’t a public fo- 
rum and officials didn’t entertain 
questions or comments from the au- 
dience. It was a work session for the 
three boards, aimed at understand- 
ing the town’s budget, current reve- 
nues and expenditures and how 
taxing residents’ property works un- 
der Proposition 2%. 

“For the first time we had to bor- 
row in anticipation of taxes this 
year,” said Mrs. Marden. ‘We're 
spending more than we're taking 
in ” 


Some officials asked about other 
revenue possibilities, such as in- 
creasing sewer, water and other 
fees, selling water to neighboring 
towns, or liquidating other town as- 
sets, such as land or older equip- 
ment. 

Mrs. Marden said Andover could 
raise water and sewer fees, but 
couldn’t use the money for other 
town projects. 

‘Phat would be a tax and munici- 
palities don’t have that taxing abili- 
ty,’”’ she said. 

Selectman James Barenboim re- 
minded the group that fees for serv- 
ices performed by the Fire 


Department had recently been 
raised, also that these fees hikes and 
others like them wouldn’t generate 
the amount of income the town real- 
ly needs. 

The possibility of selling town land 
was dismissed quickly as a one-time 
quick fix for estimated long-term re- 
duced budgets. 

“There’s no additional money out 
there without an override of 2%2. 
Now we have to look at the best esti- 
mates available and pian for the fu- 
ture,’ Mrs. Marden said. ‘We 
should get information from the pub- 
lic and see if they would be receptive 
to a tax increase.” 

The discussion turned to examin- 
ing Prop. 2% in Andover. Mrs. Mar- 
den said Andover was currently and 
expects to next year, tax to the limit 
under Prop. 2. 


Paul Cronin 
receives some 
local support

Andover resident Paul Cronin 
managed to muster some local sup- 
port for his gubernatorial bid Sun- 
day night at the Republican party’s 
Regional Delegate Night ham and 
bean dinner. 

Thirty of the 104 elected or ap- 
pointed delegates attending the 
meeting said they would support Mr. 
Cronin for governor at the Republi- 
can convention in March. 

Approximately 150 people at- 
tended the event at the VFW hall in 
North Andover, including almost all 
of the Republican candidates for 
state office, according to. John Har- 


ris, local Republican Town Commit- 
tee member. 

The delegates attending were 
given ballots and asked to vote for 
the candidates they intended to sup- 
port at the convention. 

Steven Pierce led the voting with 
48 votes, and Mr..Cronin came in 
second with 30. Former U.S. Attor- 
ney William Weld received 24 votes, 
Len Umina 2 votes and Guy Carbone 
none. 

Peter Torkildsen led the balloting 
for lieutenant governor with 39 
votes. James Rappaport edged out 
Dan Daily, 45 to 37, for the senate. 

Between 20 to 25 delegates still 
need to be selected during the Re- 
publican caucus on Feb. 3.

treatment a year ago for leukemia and he 
is ‘doing great’’ and is in remission, he 
told us last week. 

Mr. Donahue, who is director of com- 
munity relations for Emerson College in 
Lawrence, said he’s on a maintenance 
program until February 1991, which in- 
volves going to the hospital once a month 
to see doctors and to receive one form of 
chemotherapy.

Like many survivors of cancer, Mr. Do- 
nahue is turning the lemons he was given 
into lemonade. Right now he’s in charge 
of publicity for a movement to open a 
Wellness Community in this state. The 
Wellness Community began in San Diego, 
Calif., in 1982. It’s a non-resident facility 
with a home-like atmosphere where can- 
cer patients gather for fellowship and 
i fry groups led by trained psychothe- 
rapists. 

“‘We need $200,000 to open the doors 
here,’ Mr. Donahue told us, adding that 
the site for such a center hasn’t been de- 
termined. But he believes it probably will 
be located somewhere near the Boston 
hospitals, like Newton or Brookline. Then 
if it is successful and grows, Mr. Donahue 
hopes that some day another branch of 
the Wellness Community could locate in 
this area.

Soldiers of the all- 
black Civil War in- 
fantry whose _best- 
known tribute has 
been a_ sculpture 
across from the 
Statehouse are get- 
ting a lot more at- 
tention these days. 

The release of 
“Glory,” a film 
about the 54th Mas- 
sachusetts Volun- 
teer Infantry, one of 
the first black regi- 
ments organized by 
the Union, has re- 
cast a spotlight on a 
group of forgotten 
heroes. 

Among their 
ranks were at least 
two Andover resi-

Not much is 
known about Mr. 
Brown, who later 
transferred to the 
5dth Regiment, but 
local historian Joan 
Patrakis has been 
trying to find out all 
she can about Mr.

Ms. Patrakis said 
researching Mr. 
Rollings’ life has

She said she first 
learned about Mr. 
Rollings in a book 
called “A Brave 
Black Regiment”’ 
by L.F. Amelio. 

Mr. Rollings 
came to Andover 
from Maryland 
about ity when his 
name first appeared 
on the anita roe 
ter.

If you put his life 
on a_ time line, 
somewhere between 
the year he left 
Maryland and the 
1870 census, you'd 
have to add the war. 
A simple word, it 
would embody the 
culmination of ten- 
sions that had been 
building between 
North and South for 
years, and for Mr. 
Rollings and the sol- 
diers of his regi- 
ment, it would mark 
an opportunity for 
African Americans 
to prove their self- 
worth. 

Mr. Rollings must 
have marched on 
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Beacon Hill during 
his regiment’s send- 
off, attended by 
Gov. John Andrew 
and abolitionist 
Frederick Doug- 
lass, who stood on 
the site where the 
memorial statue is 
now. 

The red, white 
and blue reviewing 
stand was miles 
from the bloody rea- 
lities of war, physi- 
cally and sym- 
bolically. The 54th 
was sent to Fort 
Wagner in Charles- 
ton, S.C., where al- 
most 300 men, 
including their lead- 
er, the young Col. 
Robert Gould Shaw, 
were killed. Mr. 
Rollings, one of the 
few who returned, 
was disabled with 
chronic rheuma- 
ism, ac- 
cording to Andover 
Historical Society 
records. Mr. Roll- 
ings and his regi- 
ment fought in at 
least three other 
battles. 

Ms. Patrakis has 
had to dig deeply for 
everything she 
knows about Mr. 
Rollings. ‘I’m find- 
ing it hard to find 
any information on 
him,” said Ms. Pa- 
trakis, who has 
been a_ Historical 
Society volunteer 
for about 10 years. 

It’s an unfortu- 
nate gap in Ameri- 
can history, she 
Said, because 
“these guys had to 
fight even harder 
than their white 
counterparts. And 
they knew if they 
were captured, it 


would be instant 
death.” 

Ms. Patrakis says 
she loves doing the 
research. ‘I think it 
would be fun to find 
out who (Mr. Roll- 
ings) was. He might 
have been nobody, 
but he fought with 
valor with this won- 
derful regiment.” 

It wasn’t until the 
Emancipation Proc- 
lamation that Afri- 
can Americans 
were accepted by 
the armed services. 
Gov. Andrew decid- 
ed to organize a 
black regiment and 
assign Col. Shaw, 
the son of Boston 
abolitionists, at its 
head. Such were the 
times that a black 
regiment could only 
be organized under 
white commanders. 

But Col. Shaw, 24 
when wounded at 
Antietam the year 
before, fit Gov. An- 
drew’s bill, some- 
one “of firm anti- 
slavery _ principles 
. Superior to a vul- 
gar contempt for 
color.” 

Not everyone in 
the Army, even the 
Union Army, was 
like Col. Shaw 
though. Phillips 
Academy 11th-grad- 
ers in Jay Rogers’ 
American history 
class ‘“‘were amazed 
to discover some of 
the things that were 
revealed in the film. 

“T tried very hard 
to get them to see 
that it is not a 
North/South issue,” 
Mr. Rogers said. 
“For them it was 
(shocking) seeing 
the way North sol- 
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diers responded to 
the blacks, that any 
blacks in blue uni- 
forms would be 
summarily _ killed, 
that any white offi- 
cer (leading a black 
regiment) would be 
summarily killed.” 
Northerners and 
Southerners alike 
were afraid to put a 
gun in the hands of 
a black man, he 
said. When blacks 
were finally ad- 
mitted into military 
service, their salary 
was less than their 
white comrades’, an 
inequity that led the 
54th Regiment to re- 
fuse their pay- 
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checks, both on the 
screen and in real 
life,

Phillips offers four new ways to pay tuition 


Phillips Academy will be offer- 
ing four financing plans to help 
families send their children to the 
preparatory school. ; 

One of the options is the first 
“guaranteed tuition” plan at the 
secondary school level. That plan, 
already in effect at several col- 
leges, guarantees current tuition 
rates for the whole time the stu- 
dent is in school. 

PA’s tuition is $13,500 for board- 
ing students and $10,300 for day 
students. 

The financing plans, which will 
be available next school year, are: 

* A guaranteed tuition plan, 
paid from a family’s current re- 
sources; 

* A guaranteed tuition plan, 


paid with a loan that can be repaid 
or up to 14 years; 


* An annual line of credit to pay 
for educational expenses but not 
at a guaranteed level; and 

* A monthly budgeting plan 
paid in installments. 

The school has had financing 
packages before, but the guar- 
anteed tuition option is the newest 
addition. 

“We will work with families to 
help them convert to longer-term 
loans,”’ said Neil Cullen, the aca- 
demy’s chief financial officer. 

Recognizing the concern many 
families have about their ability to 
invest in both a Phillips and a col- 
lege education, families may con- 


vert their financing arrangement 
to a college loan under two of the 
plan’s four options, Mr. Cullen 
said. 


‘What we have done is package 
all four together and said, ‘This is 
the manner in which we would 
elect to help you finance an educa- 
tion at Andover,’ ” he said. 

The idea is to make a prep 
school education possible for more 
students, whether they receive fi- 
nancial aid or not. PA’s 1778 con- 
stitution charges the school with 
educating “youth from every 
quarter.”

Science museum shows film epic 


“The First Emperor of 
China,’’ a 40-minute Omnimax 
film epic on the founder of Im- 
perial China, premiered Fri- 
day, the eve of the Chinese 
new year, at the Mugar Omni 
Theater at the Boston Musium 
of Science. 

From the grandiose inner 
sanctum of Emperor Qin’s 
royal palance to fierce battles 
with feudal kings, the specta- 
cle and pageantry of the Qin 
dynasty is re-created on the 
theater’s giant four-story 
screen. 

The film tells the story of 
Qin Shihuang, China’s first 
emperor, who conquered six 
powerful warring states to uni- 
fy the vast territory of China. 
Gin declared himself emperor 
of all China in 221 B.C. He in- 
troduced sweeping reforms, 
built a vast network of roads 
and connected the Great Wall 
of China, which to this day 
stretches more than 2,400 kilo- 

meters.

_Nurse Cathy Burke’s visit is the high- 
light of some Andover residents’ day. 
Mrs. Burke, a nurse for the Visiting 
Nurse Association, has patients who 
range in age from 8 to 80. And they have a 
variety of health care needs. 

Work days for VNA nurses begin very 
early and sometimes end late. They gath- 
er with other agency home-care workers 
at the operation’s headquarters at 1 
Union St. around 8:30 a.m. to receive 
their daily assignments and are then on 
the road driving all over the Merrimack 
Valley to see their patients. 

“Visiting nurses are a special breed of 
people,” said Mrs. Burke as she drove the 
short distance to her first patient’s house 
Friday morning. 

“Being a visiting nurse is an awesome 
responsibility. People trust you,” she 
added. 

She said her responsibility is partic- 
ularly important in the case of the woman 
she would see first Friday. Donna Anguilo 
is a 31-year-old artist and severe diabetic. 
Her condition and health-care needs are 
constantly changing, said Mrs. Burke. 

Mrs. Burke is the nurse who cares for 
the majority of VNA’s Andover patients. 
Because she sees patients on a regular 
basis, she can observe daily changes in 
each patient’s condition and relay the in- 
formation to their doctors. 

Mrs. Anguilo was hospitalized last fall 
for complications resulting from diabe- 
tes. Arranging VNA home care was one of 
the factors that allowed her to leave the 
hospital earlier, said Mrs. Anguilo. 

“It’s nice having the same person. Ca- 
thy knows me now and notices the 
changes others might not see,”’ she said. 

For a short while, before Mrs. Burke 
became the primary nurse seeing Mrs. 
Anguilo, a number 0: different nurses saw 
her. Now that Mrs. Burke sees her many 
times each week, she is able to notice sub- 
tle differences in Mrs. Anguilo’s appear- 
ance, such as swelling, reduced vision 
and excessive fatigue. 

Besides the medical information such 
as blood pressure and other vital signs 
recorded at each visit, Mrs. Burke di- 
cusses medication side effects and over- 
all health, both emotional and physical. 

The women have developed a friend- 
ship and affection for each another. When 
Mrs. Burke enters Mrs. Anguilo’s home, 
they talk about her health, but also about 
other topics. 

Friday morning they talked about Mrs. 
Anguilo’s restricted diet and preparation

of tasty meals. Many condiments are not 
allowed on her diet. The two chatted 
away about chicken and fish dishes, dill 
and tarragon, as Mrs. Burke finished up 
the visit’s work. 

Before Mrs. Burke left she scheduled 
another visit and reassured Mrs. Anguilo 
she would speak to her doctor concerning 
medication and any changes that may be 
needed. 

When Mrs. Burke left the house she 
said she feels good about the progress she 
can see in patients such as Mrs. Anguilo. 

“T see sometimes six people a day. Yes, 
it’s a job, but in many ways it isn’t,” she 
said as she got into her car and prepared 
her health history folder for the next visit. 

“Tf you want a job with personal satis- 
faction, this is where it’s at,” she said as 
she held up the bulky manila folders. 

Some of Mrs. Burke’s visits aren’t 
marked with noticeable improvement on 
a weekly basis as Mrs. Anguilo’s was. 
Her second eb Lucy Randolph, who 
is on a waiting list for entrance into a 
nursing home, needs many types of serv- 
ices the VNA provides. Mrs, Burke has 
been caring for her for many months, but 
said she isn’t making either the physical 
or emotional progress she’d hoped for. 

Mrs. Randolph, whose name has been 
changed for this article, has high blood 
pressure and trouble coordinating her 
medication each day. She has fallen a 
number of times and needs the help of a 
walker to move around her small apart- 
ment. 

“Part of my job is to also coordinate 
other elder services that are available,” 
Mrs. Burke said. 

“When I go in for my visits I see how 
they have been eating, if their cleaning 
and laundry is getting done,” she said. 

Mrs. Randolph was up and expecting 
the nurse’s visit Friday morning. She and 
Mrs. Burke talked for awhile before the 
nurse began to take some vital sign read- 
ings and record them on her chart. They 
talked about what Mrs. Randolph had 
been eating from the. Meals on Wheels 
program that delivers food to her door. 

They talked about a new preseninan 
Mrs. Randolph should be taking. Mrs. 
Randolph told the nurse she was having 
trouble seeing the names of her four med- 
ications and remembering which pills to 
take when. 

Mrs. Burke attempted to remind her of 
the color-coodinated stickers she had pre- 
viously attached to the bottles along with 
a matching color sticker placed on a list

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business downtown has affected 
those businesses that are in at 
pretty high rents.”’ 

A rapid increase in rents is to 
blame for some businesses failing 
downtown, according to Mr. Ma- 
hony. 

“Eight dollars was high in 1981. 
There are leases in excess of $25 a 
square foot now,’ Mr. Mahony 
said. 

“T don’t see it as permanent. 
But I think it’s serious enough.” 

Serious enough so that Mr. Ma- 
hony said he has asked the Indus- 
trial and Development Committee 
to take a look at it. The town has 
invested heavily in the downtown 
area, according to the manager, 
and business has to share the re- 
sponsibility in protecting that in- 
vestment. 

‘We hope to have created an en- 
vironment in which the business 
community can help itself,” the 
manager said. 

An example Mr. Mahony gave 
of the apathy that exists in some 
corners downtown had to do with 
the proposed postal annex for the 
Old Town Hall. The war over hav- 
ing a post office downtown has 
been going on for more than 25 
years, he said. 

But last week, when he asked 
one business owner whether he 
was going to attend the public fo- 
rum to discuss the annex on Sat- 
urday, the business owner said 
no, that he was going to be work- 
ing in his store. 

“Government can’t do it all,” 
Mr. Mahony said. 

Can the Collins Center be 
successful with its new focus as a 
public use building and what is its 
future? 

“I don’t think it’s really 
changed,” Mr. Mahony said. 

When the center was first built 
the town didn’t intend to bring in a 
management company, he said. 

“Glen Gulezian was an optome- 
trist,’’ Mr. Mahony said. ‘‘As far 
as I could see, Glen ran it in a 
very professional way. 

“As eyes got bigger, availabili- 
ty for community use fell by the 
wayside,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

He said it got to the point where 
the center was only being used 80 
nights a year. 

“T was never able to understand 
why it couldn’t be made more 
available at that time,’’ Mr. Ma- 
hony said. 

“Tt will get along. Maybe prosp- 
er. It’s a fine facility.” 

Is there a capital improvement 
plan currently in place for the 
town’s infrastructure? Does it 
have a price tag of $100 million? 
What is the general state of the 
town’s infrastructure and where 
are its weaknesses? 

There is a rule that defines ba- 
sic economics, according to Mr. 
Mahony. 


“Unlimited needs or desires 
and limited resources,” he said 
with a smile. 

“You could probably spend $150 
million if you wanted to fix every- 
thing you wanted to right now. If 
you take all the roads, water and 
sewer, it would cost some bundle 
of money,’’ the manager said. 

“Tt is neither necessary or de- 
sirable that this be done in a short 
period of time. 

“Our infrastructure isn’t in crit- 
ical condition. It’s old, but every- 
ary old isn’t bad,’’ Mr. Mahony 
said. 

We have a lot of old, unlined wa- 
ter main. Some of it is under ca- 
pacity at this time. Any prior to 
1950s is probably not lined and 
needs redoing. 

“Sewers. Many of your trunk 
sewers are probably at or near ca- 
pacity. They were designed in the 
1800s.”’ 

The smaller, residential sewer 
lines are fine, according to Mr. 
Mahony. 

The roads also are not in bad 
shape, although Mr. Mahony ad- 
mitted, ‘‘They are really oiled 
cart paths.” 

One function of road curbing is 
to channel —_ e and Aap Po 
some cases, is not hap) g. The 
buildup of asphalt ian many 
years of repaving has caused it to 
override some curbs. 

But the manager has been op- 
posed to going in and opening up 
the roads to do one job at a time. 
You don’t want to go in and do 
just the road work or only the 
oe work or water, Mr. Mahony 
said. 

“‘Tt’s important that all three of 
those things get done at the same 
time,’’ he said. 

The town has completed inflow 
and infiltration studies of the sew- 
er system, which have mapped 
out the problem areas so they can 
be corrected. Studies have also 
been completed on the roadbeds 
to determine the work they will 
need. 

The manager has been working 
with Anthony Torrisi, budget and 
finance director, and Robert Mc- 
Quade, director of Public Works, 
to achieve enterprise funding for 
water and sewer. 

Enterprise funding is a system 
whereby departments are self 
supporting. Each produces 
enough revenues to pay its own 
expenses, including the upgrading 
work. 

It’s taken eight years to get the 
enterprise funding in place, 
according to the manager. It still 
needs to be approved at the up- 
coming Town Meeting. 

If you are going to be spending 
$4 million a year, why bond? Mr. 
Mahony said. 

“Why not wait until you are in 
the position to pay cash for it,’’ he 
said. “Sewer will pay for itself. 


Water will pay for itself. And the 
town is only responsible for the 
balance of the road work.”’ 

All that people know is a recent 
profile in The Boston Globe on the 
community of Andover said the 
infrastructure is in bad shape, the 
manager said, and that the town 
has to deal with it. 

“But let’s not put the cart be- 
fore the horse,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

“Tony and Bob and I have been 
beaten to death over the past 
eight years by people who want to 
see bulldozers,’ Mr. Mahony 
said. 

“Nobody complains about the 

sewers as long as when they flush, 
it goes away. Out of sight, out of 
mind. 
“We are at the point now where 
we can start doing a couple of 
miles a year,’’ Mr. Mahony said 
of the infrastructure work. 

“We have significant additional 
growth revenues coming down the 
next couple off years. Earmark 
that for infrastructure,’’ the man- 
ager said, then proceed on a cash 
basis. 

The schools have come up with 
a figure of approximately $15 mil- 
lion to complete all the building 
upgrades on their wish list. What 
have you done to keep up with the 
schools and do you support an im- 
provement plan? 

The municipal budget includes 
$800,000 for general capital re- 
pairs, according to Mr. Mahony. 

“T’d say about 90 percent of this 
peaipern going to the schools,” he 
sai 


In addition, the priority for 
spending the school budget is set 
by the schools, not the manager, 
Mr. Mahony said. 

‘They have some decisions that 
have to be made about utiliza- 
tion,’ Mr. Mahony said. 

South Elementary School has 
problems because it was built in- 
expensively, the manager said. 

Problems with the roofs of the 
Collins Center, Doherty Middle 
School and the West Middle 
School were all the result of work 
by a single contractor, according 
to Mr. Mahony. The Collins Cen- 
ter needed work because the pro- 
ject was underfunded and the roof 
was installed incorrectly, he said. 

“Tt was put on wrong and we 
are currently suing the manufac- 
turer,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

The money to repair the Collins 
Center roof was budgeted, but Mr. 
Mahony was not sure of the pro- 
gress on that project. 

What should Andover’s 
relationship be with Lawrence, 
i.e., the proposed collaborative 
school and infrastructure shar- 
ing? 

“Our cooperative level with 
Lawrence and the other commu- 
nities is really very high,’’ Mr. 
Mahony said.

cooperative efforts come up are 
technical ones, the manager said. 

Current discussions regarding 
possibly hooking the proposed 
Iron Gate subdivisions in Andover 
to the Lawrence sewer involve the 
size and capacity of the pumping 
stations, a technical problem, 
according to the manager. A pre- 
vious problem with Tewksbury 
was solved with some of the larg- 
er businesses on the town line 
hooking up to that sewer. 

‘‘We really worked hard to t 
and improve our relationship wi 
Tewksbury,”’ Mr. Mahony said. 

“They hook up to our sewers 
and we hook up to their sewers,” 
Mr. Mahony said. ‘‘No matter 
what kind of relationship you 
have, you are going to have dis- 
agreements on things. We just 
haven’t let them get out of hand. 

“The biggest failure in the eight 
years I’ve been here is the (Law- 
rence/Andover) collaborative 
school,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

If that school had been built, the 
school department would not be 
dealing with a $15 million needs 
list, according to Mr. Mahony. He 
blames the group that led the at- 
tack against the school for bad 
judgment. 

“They did not allow the School 
Committee to formulate the plans 
before they attacked it,’’ Mr. Ma- 
hony said. 

“The Town Meeting that killed 
the school for us was six months 
before the School Committee 
made any decisions.” 

Yet the town manager ended up 
being at least partially blamed for 
the failure of the school. 

‘People accused me of trying to 
sabotage the school because I 
helped him (resident Jack Dzia- 
dul) with the warrant article. I 
help anybody with them,’ Mr. 
Mahony said. 

“T think it was a serios mistake 
not to allow the School Committee 
to decide whether thay wanted to 
participate. If they decided to 
participate they would have had 
to go to Town Meeting. 

‘Some members of the School 
Committee had some serious res- 
ervations. But we didn’t have the 
information to place a legitimate 
vote, in my opinion.’ 

The state would have paid for 
the school to be built and for the 
salaries of the teachers, because 
it was an experimental school, he 
said. 

“T just feel very badly about it. 
It’s going to cost the town a lot of 
money. And it all went down the 
drain without what I consider a 
fair vote,’’ Mr. Mahony said. 

You have been accused of cre- 
ating a “siege mentality” at town 
offices, i.e., when a person comes 
in with questions, he or she can’t 
get answers and when asked why, 
you are given as the reason. Is

e Massachusetts citizens al- 
ready spend more per capita on 
the lottery than in any other state. 
Now there is a proposal for a 
“Sports Lottery” — bets on point 
spreads in professional games. It 
strikes me as ludicrous (and bor- 
dering on immoral) to keep pro- 
moting gambling to pay for state 
services. 


e The negativism being gener- 
ated by the state’s fiscal crisis is 
dangerous because it can become 
a self-fulfilling prophecy. I sug- 


gest the Noah Principle: no more 
ebre for predicting rain, only for 

uilding arks. It’s time to re-eval- 
uate and re-assess and get very 
creative about how we deliver 


state services.’ 
e A few months go hundreds of 
you called or wrote to express the 


opinion that funding for the arts 
ought to be maintained in the state 
budget. Funding was dramatically 


reduced and now there is a sug- 
gestion to abolish it altogether. 
Your thoughts now? 


e Serious bells ought to be going 
off in the minds of every Massa- 
chusetts citizen whose family 
came here from somewhere else 


— whether it be Ireland, Russia, 
Italy, Poland, etc. Historically, 
when the economy gets tight, the 
‘hatred towards the folks ‘‘not like 
us” rises. I see distressing signs in 
this state and it is incumbent on 
every one of us to speak out.

Since the Andover 
Historical Society 
acts as an advocate 
for the preservation 
of cultural re- 
sources that rep- 
resent life in 
Andover, it recom- 
mends careful con- 
sideration of the 
1988 Master Plan 
Executive Sum- 
mary draft pre- 
pared by the town’s 
Department of 
Community Devel- 
opment and Plan- 
ning. 
Traditionally, 
non-profit mem- 
bershp organiza- 
tions like the society 
and the Andover 
Village Im- 
provement Society 
(AVIS) led the 
town’s preservation 
efforts. However, 
the growth and de- 
velopment in metro- 
politan areas after 
World War II 
brought private and 
public groups to- 


gether to create fed- 
eral and state 
reservation _legis- 
ation. Municipali- 
ties appointed 
commissions that 
serve as volunteer 
advisors to assist 
them, the elected of- 
ficials and residents 
in administering 
such laws affecting 
their environs. 
Under the historic 
preservation section 
of the Master Plan’s 
chapter on land use, 
it is important to un- 
derstand that the 
Andover Historical 
Commission, with 
the support and co- 
operation of the so- 
ciety, accomplished 
the stated goals 
from the 1980 pres- 
ervation plan. Ex- 
amples of recent 
involvement are the 
Town House’s reha- 
bilitation, the reuse 
proposal for Abbot 
Academy and pres- 
ervation agree- 
ments for 5 Argilla 


Road and 9 Andover 


Current objec- 
tives are best sum- 
marized in the 
commission’s 1989 
annual report to the 
town: Develop 
working rela- 
tionships with the 
Planning Board, 
building inspector, 
Conservation Com- 
mission and the de- 
sign view board, 
establish an historic 
marker program, 
propose a demoli- 
tion-delay ordi- 
nance, initiate 
preservation 
awards within the 
community and en- 
courage a cooper- 
ative exchange of 
ideas and resources 
among various com- 
munity groups and 
individuals inter- 
ested in the contin- 
ued recognition and 
protection of And- 
over’s historic prop- 
erties. 

Future goals are 


to expand the inven- 
tory of historic 
properties, desig- 
nate local historic 
districts, promote 
heritage education 
in the community 
and seek funding re- 
sources for historic 
rehabilitation. - 
Closer scrutiny 
shows the direct 
relationship of his- 
toric preservation 
with other areas of 
the master plan.

Andover followed up the double romp 
with an impressive 79-72 triumph over 
Lowell last week, but came crashing back 
to earth following a wild 98-80 shootout 
loss to undefeated MVC Large School 
leader Haverhill. 

‘Billerica was a tough loss to swallow,” 
admitted Coach Dave Fazio. “But we 
used it as a stepping stone to what we 
hope is a strong second half of the sea- 
son.” 

Billerica, meanwhile, proved the And- 
over victory was no fluke with a subse- 
quent 52-49 upset of Central Catholic and 
53-50 triumph over Tewksbury. 

“Billerica was a turning point,” said 
Fazio. ‘‘The day after the loss we had our 
best practice of the season. We’ve gotten 
back to basics, stressing our man-to-man 
defense.” 

The Warriors are averaging just over 
70 pans per game, but have also been 
yielding more 63.0 to the opposition. 

“Our backs were to the wall after the 
Billerica game,” said Fazio. ‘‘Chelms- 
ford, Methuen, Lowell and Haverhill have 
been the biggest games of the season, to 
date, in terms of making the tournament. 
I’m proud of the way the kids went to 
work and bounced back.” 

The three victories in four games boost- 
ed Andover’s overall record to 7-6, includ- 
ing 5-5 in the MVC, and the Warriors must 
win five of their remaining seven games 
to guarantee themselves an Eastern

Mrs. Tilghman 
agreed, but said 
Andover no longer 
has the revenue 
from the state that 
it’s accustomed to. 

“We are not fi- 
nancially able to 
provide them with 
the increase they 
want,”’ she said. 

When asked about 
the possibility of a 
teachers’ strike, 
Mrs. Eckoff said it 
was the last thing 
they wanted, but it 
is a consideration. 

“The answer may 
not be 10 percent or 
17 percent,” said 
Mrs. Eckoff, ‘‘but 
it’s got to be some- 
where in between.

forum to discuss locating a postal 
annex downtown. 

Most residents were caught off 
guard by the Postal Service’s propo- 
sal to close the Shawsheen branch in 
exchange for locating a_ service 
downtown. Many were upset at the 
idea. 

Janet Wallace, chairwoman of the 
Andover. Center Association, said 
she was surprised by the Postal 
Service plan. 

“T came away a little disap- 
pointed. I feel something will hap- 
pen, but that it’s not going to happen 
or another year or so,” Ms. Wallace 


said. 

Edward Fleischer, of 7 Yale Road 
in Shawsheen Heights, said the fate 
of the Shawsheen post office should 
be put to a town meeting vote. 

| Jane Griswold, vice chairwoman 
< of the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
made the suggestion that received 
the widest approval from the group. 

Ms. Griswold caught the attention 
of Boston regional Postmaster 
Thomas Rand with the idea that the 
Stevens Street office should be just a 
transfer station and not a retail 
area. 

“Maybe we should take into con- 
sideration closing the retail at the 
Stevens Street facility and change it 
in kind down here,” was Mr. Rand’s 
suggestion, which drew applause 
from the crowd. 

‘9 U.S. Rep. Chester G. Atkins (D- 
kes Poncord), who acted as emcee of the 
forum, suggested that Mr. Rand set 
_out a budget and let the townspeople

decide how they want to divvy up the 


services. 

Postal officials will study the va- 
rious alternatives suggested Satur- 
day and draw up several possible 
scenarios for residents to consider. 
The service will then contact town 
representatives by March 1 to ar- 
range another meeting. Planning 
Board Chairwoman Susan Stott 
agreed to be the contact person for 
the town. Mr. Rand gave a personal 
commitment to come back to try 
and resolve the issues with resi- 
dents. 

Closing Shawsheen 

Mr. Rand told the group that the 
post office could not spend any more 
money in Andover and that the onl 
way officials could consider instal- 
ling a poe annex downtown was to 
close the Shawsheen branch. 

The lease at the Shawsheen station 
is up soon, and the post office is 
going to have to move anyway, Mr. 
Rand said. 

“Tet’s talk about Shawsheen,” 
said Charles Erban II, of 249 Lowell 
St. 

Many residents and business peo- 
ple use Shawsheen and would be in- 
convenienced if that service were 
closed, according to Mr. Erban. He 
said forcing those people to go down- 
town would only worsen current tra- 
ffic problems at the Stevens Street 
location. 

Town Moderator James Doherty 
said the real concern was getting a 
facility in Old Town Hall, and he 
spoke for many at the meeting when 
he said that trading services at other 


locations shouldn’t enter into it. 

“If the post office under (Post- 
master) Tony Mendoza doesn’t gen- 
erate enough money to make a 
profit, then something is wrong with 
the bookkeeping somewhere,” Mr. 
Doherty said. 

“T don’t have a choice. I have to go 
with one or the other,” Mr. Rand 
said. 

Mr. Atkins asked about the possi- 
bility of automated postal services, 
what Mr. Rand referred to as ‘‘vend- 
ing equipment.” 

“Ts that possible here?” Mr. At- 
kins asked. 

Digital, Gillette, Raytheon and 
Phillips Academy already use vend- 
ing equipment, Mr. Rand said, and 
automated equipment is an option. 


Complaints about Stevens Street 

Residents complained about park- 
ing, lack of accessibility, traffic con- 
gestion and the plain inconvenience 
of the Stevens Street post office. 

Near the end of the meeting, Mr. 
Rand drew applause when he 
summed up his impression of local 
opinion. 

“T have learned that you people 
4 the new post office,’’ Mr. Rand 
said. 

Virginia Orlando, of 65 Stevens St., 
said traffic backs up around the Ste- 
vens Street post office all the time. 
She said the backup creates a dan- 
gerous situation and would only get 
worse if Shawsheen closed. 

A hand count by Mr. Rand showed 
that the majority of those in atten-

dance: had problems with Stevens 
Street. 

Mr. Mahony said the Postal Serv- 
ice, using its weight as a federal in- 
stitution, overrode the Planning 
Board’s request to provide more 
parking at the time it was con- 
structed. The Postal Service later 
leased parking spaces in the lot 
across the street from the building. 


Years of discussion 

The discussion about moving the 
post office out of downtown started 
when the Internal Revenue Service 
moved to town 25 years ago, Mr. Ma- 
hony told Mr. Rand. Everyone from 
then Sen. Paul Tsongas to the newly 
elected selectmen talked about mov- 
ing it, Mr. Mahony said. 

“very time we talked, we said 
we’ve got to have a postal presence 
downtown,”’ Mr. Mahony said. 


When the post office finally moved 
to Stevens Street a year ago, it was 
presumed a postal annex of some 
sort would go into the Old Town Hall 
after it was renovated, he said. 

Parking could be arranged, Mr. 
Mahony said, and he suggested that 
a number of 15-minute spaces could 
be made available close to the build- 
ing for convenience. 


Edward Nieberger, of 2 Stirling 
St., suggested locating the post of- 
fice a block off Main Street instead 
of in Old Town Hall. That would free 
up retail space and parking along 
Main Street, Mr. Nieberger said. 
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
